Today the Emperor, like the Brit- 
ish King, is the symbol of the unity 
of that empire over which he reigns. 
But he reigns rather than rules. He 
is an institution rather than a Prime 
Minister. He is invoked by Cabinets 
rather than‘obeyed by them. He Is 
‘sacred and inviolable,” but he is not 
the creative force which guides his 
Ministers. The powers he theoreti- 
cally exercises under the Constitu- 
tion are in fact exercised in large 
measure by a group of other men. 

No mention of this group appears 
‘in the State papers of Japan. There 
is no more place for it in the Con- 
stitution of the country than there 


eration of such facts that an inquiry 
into the question of power in Japan 
must begin. Consider, first, the pow- 
er of ‘‘the peopie.” 

There are some 60,000,000 peo- 
ple in Japan, and about 2,000,000 
of them vote. That is, one in thirty. 
Before the Electoral Law of 1900 in- 
creased the number, it used to be 
about one in eighty-seven. What 
limits the numer of voters is the re- 
quirement that they must be proper- 
ty owners who pay to the State a 
tax of at least 19 yen a year (ap- 
proximately $5). 

It is not an unheard-of arrange- 
ment. Rhode Island makes a similar 
demand upon its voters. In the case 
of Rhode Island a voter must own 
$134 worth of the property and pay 
a tax upon it at the prevailing rate.

~ LECTURES ON MOUNDS 


‘Prof. Moorehead Explains His 
Theory That Cahokia Group 
Existed at Time of La Salle. 


More than 1000 persons from 
‘Pearby towns and from St. Louls 
were in two audiences to whom, at 
separate times yesterday afternoon, 
Warren K. Moorehead, archeolvgisr, 
related “The Story of Cahokla”™ on 
the summit of Monks’ Mound, largest 
of $0 mounds In Madison County, IIL, 
forming the Cahokia group which he 
is exploring in an effort to determine 
the culture and mode of living of 
the builders. 

Moorehead, with a crew of former 
service men, has been digging in the 
mounds for three weeks without dis- 
covery of any major art work to fur- 
ther his study. He said yesterday 
that the digging would cease for 
want of funds this week, unless East 
St. Louis was successful in raiging 
$2000 necessary to complete his plan 
for this autumn, He expects to re- 
turn to the mounds next year and the 
year following to continue his re- 
search. 

Theory as to Time of Building. 

To his audiences yesterday he sald 
that the most frequent question con- 
cerning the mounds was when were 
they built. He explained that arche- 
_ologists shun dates, but gave a theory 
‘that the mounds were standing and 
their builders vanished before La 
| Salle and Hennepin explored the Mis- 
sissippi Valley in 1668, the first ex- 
‘plorations of record. He said that

They did rot 
come here and we conclude that the 
mound b@ilders had done their ‘wort: 
| here and departed.” ; 
| Moorehead said that another fre- 
‘quent question was how it was 
i known that the mounds were artifi- 
clal, not natural. “In digging a 61- 
foot mound, third largest in the 
| group,” Moorehead said, “we found 
| broken bits of pottery and other 
debris from the village site only a 
'few feet from the base of the mound. 
a We also -ound the mound to be com- 
posed of strata of various kinds of 
'dirt—gumbo, clay. sand. Thess 
ithings could not be if the mounds 
| were natural. We spent $600 dig- 
-' ging that mound, but feel repaid be- 
| cause the work should settle for al! 
time the dispute as to whether they 
| are man-made or nature-made.”
